As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (1 ) Kennedy does not teach receiving a query from a requestor and transmitting the query over 
a network to a conversation management system. 

2. As to point (1), Examiner respectfully disagrees since Kennedy discloses a user may enter commands and information into the client [ 
i.e. broadly interpreted as receiving a query from a requestor as claimed ] [ col 7, lines 29-31 ], then the client transmits the command to the 
server to retrieve a message ID for a message [ i.e. broadly interpreted as transmitting the query over a network to a conversation 
management system ] [ Figures 3 and 6a; col 8, lines 49-67; and col 12, lines 28-38 and lines 49-60 ]. Therefore, the claims remain 
rejected over the cited prior art. 
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
